White lliver Junction, Vt., Sept. 2.— 
The Republicans won the election in 
Vermont Tuesday by carrying the 
state for Lieutenant Governor George 

H. Prouty of Newport for governor by 
about 28,000 votes over James E. 
Burke of Burlington, his Democratic 
opponent. The plurality was the 
smallest in a presidential year since 
1892, when it was only 17,956, and was 
followed by a Democratic national vic- 
tory, but it was larger than in 1888 
and only slightly less than in 1900. 
There was a falling off in four years 
of about 8 per cent in the Republican 
vote, while the Democratic vote fell off 
about 2 per cent. 

Te Independence League appeared

I, 000 votes, while the Prohibition and 
Socialistic vote remained about the 
same. An unusually large number of 
local contests for members of the leg- 
islature. although bringing out a heavy 
vote and resulting in Democratic gains 
in the lower branch of the legislature, 
apparently had no bearing on the gub 
ernatorial fight.

DEMOCRATIC TICKET. 



Toledo, O.. Sept. 2. — The nation was 
today again given a pathetic but most 
impressive object lesson in patriotism 
when visitors to this city from all 
parts of the country stood patiently, 
solemnly, lining the streets to witness 
once more the annual muster and 
march of the grizzled veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, who in 
their forty-second annual gathering 
here gave again an exhibition of val- 
orous hearts. Each year the ranks of 
the veterans are noticeably depleted, 
but there were thousands in the line 
of the parade today and on each face, 
as that line passed the reviewing 
stand, there was the same look of pa- 
triotic fervor that each year for more 
than forty years, has made this aunual 
parade the most impressive spectacle 
afforded to the people of this country. 

It was the crowning feature of the 
great encampment, and everywhere 
along the line of march the veterans 
were greeted with the most respectful 
acclaim of the people. 

An Ex-Confederate’s Word. 

A street parade of a civic character 
and the dedication of the Fort Meigs 
monument at Perrysburg, twelve miles 
from Toledo, divided the interest of 
the veterans yesterday. Forty thou- 
sand journeyed by trolley and boat to 
the historic spot where General Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison in 1812-13 check- 
ed the ambitions of the British general 
Proctor. Many speeches were made, 
chief among them being the utterances 
of Senator J. B. Foraker, Governor 
Harris and General Bennett H. Young, 
who represented Governor Willson of 
Kentucky, who was unable to be pres- 
ent. General Young spoke as follows: 

"What a marvelous thing it is to be 
able to stand in this distant state and 
say ‘It is our country.’ I came from 
the state of Kentucky to thank the 
people of the Maumee valley for this 
magnificent monument to our dead. 
There were only 1,800 men killed in 
the war of 1812, and of that number 
fate put it up to Kentucky to sacrifice 
1,000 of her sons. My kinsmen were 
in that fort on that day of May 5, 1813, 
and fought in the battles which saved 
this valley from conquest. 

"It makes a heap of difference how 
you come to Ohio. I came to Ohio 
once and you all took me and put me 
In the penitentiary. I am here now as 
a happy guest. I thought it a hard- 
ship that God should decide that our 
cause should fail, but I have since 
come to ihe conclusion that God knew 
better than I did, for this is the great- 
est, grandest and most progressive na- 
tion in the world. 1 will say now that 
I thank God for the result, although it 
was a bitter pill at the time. 

"I have come to bear to you the 
grateful thanks of Kentucky. You 
men who have for forty years perse- 
vered with zeal In the work of com- 
memorating this ground deserve the 
gratitude not only of Kentucky but the 
gratitude of the whole country. 

"It was the spirit generated by the 
men who fell here in defense of the 
Ohio settlements that made the armies 
of the North and South the greatest 
volunteer armies that ever rallied 
around a flag and cause, braving death 
with a coinage which only freemen 
can feel and that has made this the 
grest nation of history."

It is the 
ultimate intention of the State Fair 
management to build a full mile track 
encircling the present half-mile course, 
which, if the hopes of these in charge 
of the racing program are realized, 
will compare favorably with the best 
State Fair mile tracks in the country, 
and Louisville will doubtless become 
one of the most popular training 
grounds in the country.
